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AYOR HARRISON on Tuesday made 
a number of accusations against the 
_ press of Victoria, impugning its integrity 
and attributing deliberate intent to harm 
his election chances by the artifice of 
misrepresentation We refrained from 
answering these allegations immediately, 
because a prompt reply thereto would have 
appeared on the morning of the election 
and might have been interpreted as an 
attempt to influence the result The 
election is now over, and that motive at 
least cannot be imputed. 

Out of respect for Mr. Harrison's per- 
sonal feelings we have refrained also— 
for several years now—from stating the 
real cause of his numerous complaints 
against the press. Now, however, since 
he persists in publicizing his sense of 
persecution, we believe thatthe public 
should be given the explanation. Mr. 
Harrison has forced this by his repeated 
defamations of every medium of news 
reporting in the city. 

The mayor haS used the word 
“garbled” with reference to reports of his 
speeches, The word is apt; but it belongs 
élsewhere. The truth of the matfer is 
that no more garbled utterances have ever 
been heard on civic affairs in Victoria 
than those which have come from his lips 
during his terms of office. For a lawyer 
Mr. Harrison has betrayed on innumerable 
occasions a peculiar inability to express 
himself lucidly. Whatever may be in his 
mind, that which comes out often is well 
nigh unintelligible. He has also the bewil- 
dering and exasperating habit of mumbling 
and leaving sentences suspended in mid- 
air. Mr, Harrison apparently is unaware 
of these impediments, and we are confi- 
dent he is completely sincere in his belief 
that some of his statements are mis- 
reported 

Because of these elocutionary short- 
comings the mayor is a reporter's night- 


Mr. Attlee 


THEN a political leader recedes from 

the stage after long years of office 
a new era begins for his party. That is 
an inescapable result for the British Labor 
Party following Mr. Clement Attlee's 
announced retirement, and also for Great 
Britain as well. Whoever succeeds him 
will fashion a fresh pattern, with its 
corresponding impact on the nation at 
large. Mr. Attlee incidentally is-the last 
of the Potsdam principals to pass from 
an active-public role, so that in a wider 
sense there is a final break with the past. 
While not unexpected because of his age 
and state of health the former prime 
minister's retirement will therefore set in 
motion important changes 

Initially these will concern the contest 
for his mantle, *Obviously were Mr, 
Ancurin Bevan to gain the leadership of 
the British Labor Party the latter would 
be geared anew to an extension of state 
socialism, for he is an adamant proponent 
of more and more nationalization and 
jlliberal in his understanding of society. 
A less extreme leader is considered likely 
to succeed Mr. Attlee, however; the choice 
apparently resting between Mr. Herbert

It is a 
reporter's duty to present readers with 
something they can grasp, and if in the 
baffling process of interpretation Mr, 
Harrison is sometimes misunderstood 
(though we are convinced such occasions 
have been rare) little blame can be laid 
to our reporters. To acctise these con- 
scientious young men, struggling manfully 
to reduce the mayor's incoherent words 
and phrases to intelligible form, of wilfully 
garbling them is a cruel and despicable 
wrong-to men-who- have no.opportunity to 
defend themselves. 

In all the years in which Mr. Harrison 
has professed himself-to be misreported, 
misquoted, misrepresented-and misjudged 
we know of no occasion on which this 
paper has tried to be anything but scrupu- 
lously fair to -him—foften leaning over 
backwards to that end), and to help him 
as reputable newspapers invariably do for 
any public speaker whose statements if 
printed verbatim might create a poor 
impression of the speaker. Mr. Harrison 
may not believe this. We can only state 
it from painful experience and leave it to 
the judgment of those who have listened 
to the mayor more than casually 

Possibly a solution to the difficulty of 
reporting the mayor would be to print his 
statements word for word recariiess of 
the embarrassment that might cause him 
But there are other matters to be repor ted 
besides the affairs of the city hall, and 
space limitations demand condensation of 
the statements of all public officials—even 
the prime minister of Canada, who does 
not appear to have cause to share Mr. 
Harrison’s belief in the villainy of the 
newspapers, for the simple reason that 
when he speaks he leaves -no-doubt as to 
his meaning.

His name is indelibly associated 
also with the vast post-war change in the 
social scene of Britain effected during his 
premiership; and he has served his country 
faithfully and well according to his dedica- 
tion in both peace and war. The earldom 
conferred on him will enable his counsel 
still to be available in the public realm, 
and it has been worthily earned.
